New Safety 
Regulations On 


Life Jackets 


Conservation Commission 
er Claude D. Kelley announced 
that Alabama's Water Safety 
law has been amended to com- 
ply with federal boating regula- 
tions. 

One of the most significant 


changes, Tom S. Shackelford 
Director of the Water Safety 
Division, stated, involves the 


personal flotation device re- 
quirements for boats 16 feet 
in length and over. 

This new regulation reads 
as follows: 

“Section I. Every vessel 
operated on the waters of this 
state is required to have on 
board at least one U.S. Coast 
Guard approved personal flo- 
tation device (PFD) for each 
occupant aboard the vessel as 
specified below: 

Class I (less than 16 feet) 
a Type I, II, Ill, or IV 

Class HI (16 feet but less 
than 26 feet): a Type I. Il. on 
Ill. 


Class III 
than 40 feet): a 
or Ill. 

Class IV (over 40 feet): a 
Type I, I, or III. 

“Section 2. In addition to 
the above requirements for 
personal flotation devices, al) 
recreational boats 16 feet an 
over in length operated on th 
waters of this state shall carry 
at least on Type IV PFD (cus- 
hion or ring buoy) as a throw- 
able device. Such PFDs must 
be placed or stored on the 
vessel in such manner as to be 
readily available for use in 
case of emergency. 

“Section 3. Such PFDs that 
are torn, rotted, or damaged 
lose their U. S. Coast Guard 
approval. In addition, all PFDs 
Shall be proper size for oc- 
cupants on board. 

“Section 4. The Department 
of Conservation and Natural 
Resources, through its en- 
forcement officers, shall have 
the right to inspect any re- 
quired safety equipment aboard 
any vessel operated on the 
waters of this state

SENATOR 
ANSWERS 


DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
As you know, the Hatch Act 
has made second class citizens 
out of postal workers for far 
too many years. We urge you 
to support legislation which will 
restore to postal employees 
their right to participate as 
private citizens in the political 
life of the Nation. A.S., Gadsden 
SPARKMAN: The Hatch Act 
does offer protection to postal 
and federal employees from co- 
ercion for political purposes 
However, I agree that this Act 
does restrict unnecessarily the 
rights of postal emplovees in 
political activities. Thisises 
pecially true now that the Postal 
Service is a corporation. I pro- 
posed an amendment to the 
Hatch Act to exempt postal em- 
ployees, and1 expect to continue 
to support such legislation 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I would like to encourage you 
to support any legislation which 
would permit us to keep our 
neighborhood schools, and 
which would restrict the use of 
busing. R.V., Wetumpka 
SPARKMAN: The Senate has 
considered a number of amend- 
ments designed to prevent bus- 
ing and limit court activity in 
this area. Unfortunately, the 
Senate defeated the strong anti- 
busing amendment by a narrow 
margin. A weaker version was, 
however, adopted. Upon final 
passage of the education bill, 
the busing question will have 
to be resolved by the Joint 
Conference Committee of the 
House and Senate. I support 
the House’s version, and I hope 
that it will prevail in Con- 
ference.

The only 
way that anything can be done 
in this kind of case is to ob- 
tain a statement from the gov- 
ernment in question, that it 
has “no objection” to a waiver 
of the return requirements. 
Such governmeats, however, 
are very reluctant to approve 
such waivers since they fear 
that much needed talent may be 
drained from their countries. 
Naturally, our government 
must respect the laws of other 
nations in this regard,

GAO Audit Of Common 
Cause Asked 


CONGRESSMAN BILL DICKINSON 


Washington, D. C. - - A 
couple of weeks ago inthis col- 
umn I discussed the various 
so-called “ratings” organiza- 
tions or lobby groups and their 
effect on legislation and elect- 
ions, how these groups choose 
a few selected votes to rig 
their polls to favor one group 
of persons over another, and 


how the votes chosen for rat-. 


ings often have little, if any- 
thing to do with the glorious 
title of the group. One organ- 
ization which fits neatly into 
this mold is Common Cause. 

The Committee on House 
Administration, of which I am 
the Ranking Minority Member, 
is continuing work on cam- 
paign reform. Recently we 
learned that the General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO) is aud- 
iting a number of non-report- 
ing state and local committees 
and numerous non-reporting 
labor organizations and busin- 
ess groups to determine if 
any of the activities of these 
organizations drew them under 
the umbrella of the Federal 
Election Campaign Act of 1971. 

This energetic effort togain 
full compliance with the new 
law seemsed to be very appro- 
priate. But, it was extremely 
distressing to learn that for 
some unknown reason, Common 
Cause, a highly visible organ- 


aspects of politics was not be- 
ing audited. 

Therefore, House Adminis- 
tration Committee Chairman 
Wayne Hays (D.-Oh.), Samuel 
Devine (R.-Oh.) and I formally 
called on the U.S. Comptroller 


General, Elmer B. Staats, to 


“perform a full-scale, in-depth 
audit of Common Cause to de- 
termine if they are in violation 
of the Federal Election Cam- 
paign Act of 1971 by not regis- 
tering and filing the required 
disclosure reports.” 

Since its creation in 1970, 


Common Cause has billed it- 


self as a “non-partisan 
citizen’s lobby.” Its latest lobby 
“on behalf of the people” is for 
energy socialism - - the crea- 
tion, at taxpayer expense, of 
a Federal Oil and Gas Corp- 
oration to compete with pri- 
vate industry. Another pet pro- 
ject of Common Cause is to 
have the taxpayers foot the 
bill for national political cam- 
paigns. 

I don’t believe this “people’s 
lobby” speaks for the majority 
of Americans. One way to de- 
termine exactly who Common 
Cause does represent is to 
find out who is funding its op- 
eration and how that money: is 
being spent. Hopefully, this in-

THRIPS ON PEANUTS 

A few days ago we had 
several calls on peanuts dy- 
ing. It was widespread on 
several farms, particularly in 
the Goodman area. We contact- 
ed Dean Bond at Auburn, and 
he came down and spent a half 
a day visiting these farms. 
Bond said the damage was due 
to severe thrips infestations. 
In many cases the thrips were 
killing the entire plant. Some of 
this occurred where Thimet 
and Di-Syston had been used. 
Evidently, the rainfall had been 
such that the material was not 
effective.

A lot of farmers fail to 
make good profits because their 
volume of business is not great 
enough, To insure having en- 
ough volume Paul Wise of Route 
One, Kinston, in Coffee County 
began planting soybeans be- 
cause as he put it, “It is a late 
planted crop, easy to grow, 
easy to cultivate and harvest.” 

Wise is one of the very 
few large soybean producers 
in Coffee County. This year 
he is planting 425 acres in 
Coffee County and in Walton 
County, Florida.
